Visitors See A Big DODDIE SHOWING 


The Missouri State Fair at Sedalia, August 17th to 24th, 
brought forward the best Aberdeen-Angus display recorded in that 
arena for many years. Judge J. V. Arney, of Des Moines, lowa, 
announced it to be the best lineup of Aberdeen-Angus to pass be- 
fore him.in many years and he was firmly of the opinion that Se- 
dalia had more quality than usual and as many if not more cattle 
on her tan bark. ; 

Messrs. L. V. Dickinson & Son, of Bogard; ‘Mills & Anderson, 
and Waddill & Mills, of Kirksville, and J. F. McKenny, of King 
City, were there in force. This was Mr. McKenney’s first appear- 
ance in the show ring, indications however point to many other 
years of most successful showing before this new breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. Only a few years ago that he purchased his 
first breeding cattle and well do we remember how carefully those 
cattle were selected. They had to be bred right—that was the first 
order; next they had to 
be right and they had to 
show a line of ancestors that 
were right. Naturally enough 
a man who selects on that 
basis may soon be expected 
to be seen in force in the 
show ring. 

James B. Hollinger, of 
Chapman, Kansas, who has 
been making a regular dis- 
play at Sedalia for several 
years is another new breed- 
er, that is, he has not been 
in the business so very long 
on his own account, and yet 
there are few who have bet- 
ter cattle in their show 
strings, for he too has been 
a most discriminating buyer. 
Look at the winnings and 
you will discover that the 
older exhibitors had this lad 
to contend with most all the 
time and that is not all. If 
he continues to improve his 
cattle as rapidly as he has 
in the past he soon will be 
one of the very formidable 
contenders for top honors in } 
the best shows this land can afford. One thing sure he omits 
nothing. His steer herd this year is a mighty fine advertise- 
ment for the breed and surely the quality of those calves will carry 


. them well along in the latter shows. Mr. Hollinger looks well after 


the commercial end of the breeding business which to us seems to 
be one of the very most important elements in the future success 
of the breed. 

Messrs. Wm. Rowles & Son and C. W. Shipton, Iowa breeders 
who have been calling at Sedalia in the past were on hand with 
better and stronger herds than heretofore. _ Consequently, - those 
who watched the judging in the arena and those who tramped 
around through the cow barns witnessed this year a wonderful dis- 
play of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. A display that brought to them 
champions of many another show and champions to be.

_ There was something lacking however about it all. Our good 
friend Mr. Kahn, whose cattle have usually been at the far end of 
the barn was not there to torment the visiting Doddie fans. Mr. 
Kahn is a jolly good fellow and has at his farm a lot of choicely 
bred cattle. Perhaps no other breeder in Missouri has done more 
to place Aberdeen-Angus cattle upon the farms in the nearby com- 
munity than has this man Kahn, who never misses an opportunity 
to folks about his cattle and to help them secure foundation 
stock. 

Mr. Hollinger won the aged bull class with Irenmere of Wheat- 
land 408461, a good typed son of Irenmere 6th 366905. Shipton 
brought forward this year his two year old bull Marshall of Black 
Rose, a son of Emotion Marshall by Earl Marshall and several 
times champion to head the two year old section. This bull later 
became the senior and grand champion bull of the show. Hollinger 
came backin the senior year- 
ling class and placed first 
with Revolution 41st, a very 
fine son of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion. Shipton won the junior 
yearling class with Even Ba- 
den 418564, a son of Baden 
Marshall. Hollinger return- 
ed with Irenmere’s Gay Lad 
2d 425882 to head the sum- 
mer yearling section. This 
is another san of Irenmere 
6th. Shipton placed another 
son of Baden Marshall at the 
head of the bull calf class, he 
being called Even Baden 2d. 
The summer yearling bull, 
Irenmere’s Gay Lad 2d, be- 
came the junior and reserve 
champion bull of the 1929 
Missouri State fair. Hollin- 
ger also won the three and 
the two bull groups. 

The cow show was a 
hummer. Rowles & Son came 
near taking all the blues, in 
fact herdsman Matt Young 
tried his best to make a clean 
sweep. His old cow Black- 

cap of Glenrock 3d by Black 
Belmore won the aged class and the senior and grand champion- 
ship. She is a wonderful cow—has great scale, conformation, is 
deeply meated, smooth as a ribbon, well balanced and in fact might 
well serve as the ideal type Aberdeen-Angus cow. 

Shipton placed Eline Energy 2d, a very choice daughter of 
Egret and out of an Earl Marshall cow, at the head of the two year 
old class. She too is a sweet thing showing a lot of bloom and good 
balance and type. ' 

Rowles headed the senior yearling section with a splendid 
young cow called Maple River Erianna 5th that has been standing 
at the head of her class pretty regularly; she too is quite a pros- 
pect and a daughter of Blackcap Bazil. 

The junior division started with the junior yearling heifers.

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The management of the Illinois State Fair Association put 
forth every etfort to make the 77th Exposition to be held at 
Springfield, August 17-24, 1929, better than ever. Success crown- 
ed the effort. Seven full herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle from 
Iowa, Michigan, Indiana and North Dakota came to make things 
interesting in the judging arena. Young Tim Pierce was the only 
Illinois breeder who ventured out with a part of a -herd to defend 
as best he could the state’s title as a leading producer of high class 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Most of the cattle were well located in the big barn next the 
judging pavilion, the remainder were in another barn down the 
street some distance; however, all managed very well to get to the 
arena in good season. 

Pioneer breeder L. McWhorter, of Aledo, had been selected to 
hang the ribbons, and he succeeded magnificently in the task. He 
says there has been a lot of 
improvement made _ during 
the years intervening be- 
tween his active operations 
and today. 

The class of seven aged 
bulls proved an eye opener 
for the Illinois state fair vis- 
itors. They made a real 
show and created a very fav- 
orable impression right from 
the start. Immediately folk 
shifted to the side of the 
arena where the Aberdeen- 
Angus were being paraded 
and lined up. We must agree 
that it proved quite an im- 
posing sight. Before the 
show had gotten well along 
it had been dubbed the “Lit- 
tle International.” Illinois 
Doddie fans were highly 
pleased with the show and 
displayed a lot of pride in 
the exhibit generally. There 
is a movement on in the 
state to increase the number 
of breeding herds of Aber- by 
deen-Angus cattle quite ma- 
terially and little doubt exists but that some show herds will ma- 
terialize very soon. 

Escort Marshall 389351, a son of Earl Marshall, succeeded in 
capturing the first class out—defeating Baron Burgess of Wood- 
cote, Eileenmere 15th, Black Art S., and others who had tasted 
first honors in other shows; some in the class had received the roy- 
al purple before this season.

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Milwaukee’s 79th 


Saw Four Fine Aberdeen-Angus Herds Out 


Wisconsin celebrated her seventy-ninth annual state fair at 
Milwaukee from August 26th to 31st this year, during the same 
week as Iowa, Ohio and New York. Many of the big herds had 
locked horns unexpectedly at some of the earlier shows and there 
was a scattering in an attempt to find some easy money. It seems 
however that those in pursuit of the easy change have been dis- 
appointed generally this season for not a single show has been 
held, whether in beef cattle countries or in the intensely dairy sec- 
tions, but that the Aberdeen-Angus breed has been splendidly rep- 
resented. So it was at Milwaukee. A couple of herds would have 
made a good showing in that country, and yet when the roll was 
called four herds from as many states answered with full herds. 
As has been customary the cattle were presented in excellent con- 
dition. Those who visited at Milwaukee were given an opportun- 
ity to inspect at close range a showing of Doddies that the breed 
can well be proud to own. ae 

James Curry, of Michigan, who had been slipping around here 
and there, went to Milwaukee, so did M. C. Willford, of Canton, 
Minnesota, thinking perhaps no one else would show up. Joe 
Dvorak, manager for F. L. Bateman of Illinois ventured up to Mil- 
waukee as a starting point for the season and Manager Kenneth 
McGregor of the Hartley Stock Farms of North Dakota thought he 
would take a string of good looking Doddies over for the milk fans 
to look at. So it was that four good herds put on a pretty con- 
test for Badger state folk. 

The big bull, Qualatum of Raydale, over from Canada this sea- 
son and shown by the Hartleys went to the top in the aged bull 
class. He is about the biggest and the smoothest Aberdeen-Angus 
bull for his size ever to come into our eye. The same firm topped 
the two year old class with Eventuation of Page 405575, a bull of 
the more approved type and size, and as smooth as an apple. James 
Curry placed his very typy senior yearling Barb of Ravensdowne 
at the head of his class.

with Billie Edwards in charge did not allow anyone else to even 
get a smell. The two year old was made senior and grand cham- 
pion and the summer yearling was made junior champion. With 
this advantage they were not much worried about taking both the 
two and three bull groups. 

Messrs. Bateman and Curry discussed the matter of placings 
for the aged cow class. The Curry cow, Erica of Northlane 397389, 
was _ looking exceptionally fine, having come along from her calf- 
hood in wonderful style, and had no trouble in placing first. From 
here on the Hartley Stock Farm secured every first in the female 
section—Rosamond C. 2d 408626 winning the two year old class 
and Erica of Page 414214 the senior yearling class. This last heif- 
er looked so good that she was awarded the senior championship 
and in the finals won the grand championship as well. 

The junior female classes were won by Blackbird of Page 4th 
411405, a nicely balanced heifer that made the junior champion- 
ship. Pure Pride of Page won the summer yearling class and Elba 
of Page 4th 428042 the calf class. In each instance an entry from 
the Curry herd was the runnerup. 

All these blue ribbons gave the Hartley herd the lead in all 
the groups. Curry placed second throughout the groupings and 
Bateman third with the Willford herd fourth. All in all it was a 
very fine show and one that the crowds found much pleasure in 
viewing and asking questions about. The excellent work being 
done at the Wisconsin college in the way of feeding cross bred 
steers from Aberdeen-Angus bulls and dairy cows has attracted 
more than a little attention to the good black bulls. It was for this 
reason largely that so many folk were interested in the Aberdeen- 
Angus showing. Dairymen who do not need the heifers for re-

In the fat steer section Mr. Bateman made a nice showing. 
His calf, Smoke, by Ever Marshall won highest honors in the sin- 
gle classification where all breeds showed together and his group 
of three head of steers in the open competition, all breeds, succeed- 
ed in carrying away top honors. So the Aberdeen-Angus steers 
made a very fine showing and won for the breed many new friends.

MEN EAT ONLY MEAT 
AND REMAIN HEALTHY. 

Under this caption a Boston exchange dated August 21st has 
this to say: “The much-mooted question whether a white man can 
live on meat alone and remain healthy has again been given a criti- 
cal scientific test by a group of Cornell University Medical College 
physiologists and decided in the affirmative. This was disclosed 
here today when Dr. E. F. DuBois, W. S. McClellan, H. J. Spencer 
and E. A. Falk reported on their researches before the Thirteenth 
International Physiological Congress. 

“Two Arctic explorers were kept under observation for the per- 
iod of a year, during which time they ate nothing but meats of a 
number of varieties and drank nothing but meat broths, black tea 
and water. During the first month of the experiment the men lost 
five or ten pounds apiece, but after that their weight remained con- 
stant. Increased blood pressure, the traditional consequence of a 
high meat diet, did not develop, neither did the kidneys show any 
evidence of damage. There were no signs of lack of vitamins or 
any other injurious results. The men remained physically and men- 
tally normal throughout.” 

Consulting Engineer Joseph W. Shirley, of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, who together with his son own Chartley Farm of 207 acres 
situated at Reisterstown in a rich agricultural section about seven- 
teen miles northwest of Baltimore, where a fine herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle has been recently founded, has this to say in connec- 
tion with forwarding the above clipping: 

“It may be that information contained in the above clipping 
has not come to your notice and I am therefore sending it to you 
as I feel that the observations as outlined in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association is of the utmost importance to the 
beef cattle industry. There has been a widespread belief that the 
eating of beef has been responsible for the high blood pressure 
which has taken such a hold on the people of this country during 
the past few years.

A live stock show is of importance be* 
cause it tends to attract the attention of 
people to the importance of good farm ani- 
mals. Farm live stock is a necessity in a 
truly agricultural region. One very evident 
reason for this is that every 
farm produces large quanti- 
ties of bulky feed products 
which must be consumed up- 
on the farm where grown, In 
order to net the producer a 


n. 

renigh grade, efficient farm 
animals can utilize farm 
crops much better than in- 

ior ones. 
“7 Stock show and Horse 
show such as Ak-Sar-Ben, 
Nebraska civic organization, 
is sponsoring in Omaha, No- 
vember 1 to 8, in conjunc- 
tion with Nebraska’s Dia- 
mond Jubilee Celebration, 
tends to give the producers 
a definite idea of the type 
of animal which will do them 
the most good and yield the 
most profit. 


A Stock show is of import- 
ance to city residents as well as to those 
who dwell in the country. City dwellers 
can derive a very wholesome effect by vis- 
iting an exhibition of choice live stock and 
other farm products. Their interest in na- 
ture is aroused. The mad rush of the mod- 
ern city tends to make nervous wrecks out 
of both the automobile driver and the pe- 
destrian. A few hours spent at an exhibi- 
tion of the highest types of animals develp- 
ed by the ingenuity of man and nature can- 
not help but have a splendid effect upon a 
person. 
* * * 


A very important reason why folks in 
town are interested in a big live stock show 
is that they realize the important indirect 
part which farm animals play in the wel- 
fare of the city and its inhabitants. 

Throughout the great middle western sec- 
tion of the United States, we have virtual- 
ly no other income than that which we de- 
rive from our soil. Farm crops are convert- 
ed into meat and animal products by our 
herds and flocks of domestic animals. Most 
of the farmer’s ready money is realized 
from the sale of animals, cattle, hogs, 
sheep, poultry and horses. The cash which 
he receives is expended for the products of 
industry and the necessities of life. 

Statistics show that of the eight billion 
dollars received by the farmers for their 
products in 1927, six billion was immediate- 
ly paid out for the products of industry. 
Without any question, the great part of the 
remaining two billion dollars was expended 
for professional services and such other ne-. 
cessities, conveniences and luxuries as peo- 
ple deemed best to procure. 

The business men of our modern cities, 
whether they be handling farm products or 
the products made by the factory and the 


mill from farm products, are naturally in- 
terested in knowing that the people on the 
farm are receiving a good price for the pro- 
duce which they sell. The professional 
man, implement dealer, the newspaper pub- 
lisher and all others thrive in direct ratio 
to the income of our agricultural population. 


When a large city like Omaha puts on a 
Stock show, such as Ak-Sar-Ben, it in a 


measure recognizes the importance of the 
livestock industry and uses this method of 
expressing appreciation to the growers for 
the effort on their part to assure an im- 
proved strain of live stock. 

Last year the Ak-Sar-Ben Stock show 
was an infant. People did not realize that 
a “whale of an infant” had been born into 
the central west part of the United States. 
Today, they are awake to the situation. 
Omaha will, without question, have occa- 
sion to welcome throngs of people from 
both far and near during the week of the 
Ak-Sar-Ben show, November 1 to 8. 

The fact that the Stock show will be ac- 
companied by a Horse show of large pro- 
portions and by Nebraska’s 75th Diamond 
Jubilee Celebration, means that visitors will 
be assured of a wonderful time. 

Delegations are arranging to come from 
Iowa, Kansas, Colorado, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, South Dakota and many other states. 
Even as far west as Idaho, Utah and Ore- 
gon, there is a keen interest in the Second 
Annual Ak-Sar-Ben Stock show. Without 
question, when these people come distances 
of from 500 to two thousand miles, they 
are going to find a goodly number of peo- 
ple from states adjoining Nebraska at the 
Show. And thousands of Nebraskans and 
Omahans will be there to welcome the visi- 
tors.

“On February Ist, 1929, the ration was 


a pound of oil meal and all the alfalfa and 
prairie hay they would eat, which was very 
little. I gradually increased the corn up to 
twelve pounds of shelled corn, but could 
not get them to clean up any more. These 
cattle were never sick and fed out well from 
the beginning.” 

Mr. Smith offers a comparison that the 
Journal thinks is well worth presenting its 
readers. He says: “I also wish to explain 
to you that I fed 150 head of dogies. I 
could never feed them as much as they 
could eat, and they ate as much as eighteen 
pounds of shelled corn and one-half pound 
of oil meal before shipping. They also ate 
a great deal more alfalfa hay than did the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

“I am explaining this to show you that 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle did not eat so 
much feed.” 

Mr. Smith says the dogies gave him a 
profit of $5.00 per hundred pounds as 
against a profit of $4.00 per hundred pounds 
for the Aberdeen-Angus. However the 
dogies gained but 200 pounds per head in 
Spite of using almost one-half more feed. 
The Aberdeen-Angus gained 520 pounds per 
head, and so showed a handsome margin 
per steer as compared with the poorer class 
of cattle.

NEWS QUIPS FROM OUTSIDE. 
Cattle Grubs. 

In a recent report in one of the bulletins 
issued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture was found statistics in regard 
to the heel fly or cattle grub. Control of 
these pests constitutes one of the most im- 
portant insect problems with which owners 
of cattle have to deal. These grubs cause 
losses estimated from $50,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 annually. Two varieties are known, 
the common cattle grub and the Northern 
cattle grub. The northern grub is most per- 
sistent and annoying but it is rarely found 
in the Southern States as infestations com- 
monly die out without treatment. Injury to 
the cattle comes through their frantic run- 
ning caused by the flies and the parasitic 
action of the grubs. Serious injury to the 
value of the hides is also caused from the 
holes cut by the grubs. 

Results of Feed Analysis. 

Feed analysis for the year 1928 showed 
4,040 different brands and kinds of feeding 
stuffs. Special agents obtained 1,233 offic- 
ial samples which were forwarded to the 
Bureau of Foods and Chemistry which ana- 
lyzed the material for the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Agriculture. Of this number 
1,122 samples were analyzed. From the 
total number analyzed 1,086 represented 
brands from shipments guaranteed as re- 
quired. Of this number 107, 9.9% were 
found to be deficient to the extent of 1% 
or more in Protein and one-half per cent or 
more in fat, or in both these constituents, 
compared with guarantees. 

More Radios. 

Forty-two thousand and fifty farms, more 
than one out of every five in Pennsylvania 
had radios on January 1st of this year, ac- 
cording to estimates made by the Bureau of 
Statistics. This number represents an in- 
crease of 65% during the year and in five 
times the number reported on farms in 
1924. 

Receipts for National Forests. 

More than $1,600,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 1929 is due thirty states and 
territories from the Federal Government as 
their share of receipts of National Forest 
lying within their borders. The state share 
of National Forest receipts represent a 
Federal payment in lieu of taxes which the 
states would receive if the Nationa! Forest 
were in private ownership and under the 
Federal statute providing for the apportion- 
ment the money must be used by the states 
for schools and roads. The largest sum is 
owed to California which should receive 
$356,606.10 and the smallest goes to Porto 


’ Rico which should receive $62.48.

Artificial Incubation—The day of setting 
thirteen eggs under a broody hen is swiftly 
passing. Modern farmers either have their 
own incubators and brooders or purchase 
their young chicks from those who special- 
ize in hatching them. Single incuba- 
tors with a capacity of from one to 
five hundred eggs are in common use, 
but there are installations made up of 
combined units able to hatch out from 
25,000 to 100,000 eggs 
every three _ weeks. 
Some of these incuba- 
tors have been imported 
from the United States 
in complete form, but 
more recently, only the 
mechanical parts and 
heaters have been so im- 
ported, the cabinet work 
being built in Holland 
of American lumber. 

Chicks Shipped by 
Mail—Hundreds_ of 
thousands of young 
chicks are shipped from 
the breeding stations an- 
nually by parcel post in 
ventilated card board 
boxes. 

Egg Qualities—There 
are four qualities of im- 
portance which all connected with the 
egg industry must consider in connec- 
tion with the marketing of eggs, 
namely, cleanliness, freshness, weight 
and color. The farmer is primarily 
responsible that an egg be clean when 
brought to market. He is instructed by his 
cooperative headquarters to see to it that 
clean, dry, hay, straw or other suitable ma- 
terial only be used as nest lining, and that 
this be frequently changed. In case it be- 
comes wet or soiled, it should be promptly 
renewed.

In centers where great 
quantities of eggs are handled, there are 
machines in use whereby five hundred eggs 
may be candled at once. The one at Barn- 
eveld is furnished by the municipality. Its 
presence is highly beneficial. In most cen- 
ters, the finding of a rotten egg in a deliv- 
ery will subject the sender to a fine. 

Indications of a Good Egg—lIn a fresh 
egg, the yolk is clear and can be seen held 
in suspension in the center of the surround- 
ing white. A fresh egg has a small air cell 
in the more rounded end. As the egg gets 
older, the air cell becomes larger, and the 
yolk gradually settles toward the side on 
which it lies. Cold storage in which hy- 
grometric conditions are correct will keep 
the air cell at its normal size and prevent 
the settling of the yolk for at least six 
months. As the egg spoils, the yolk clings 
to the side on which it falls and eventually 
breaks and mingles with the albumen. Eggs 
with light colored yolks keep better than 
red yolks. The latter are apparently heav- 
ier and sink through the white more quick- 
ly. For flavor and early use the brown 
shelled Barnevelders with dark yolks are 
considered superior to the white shelled, 
light yolked eggs, though the latter keep 
longer than the former. 

Weight and Color—Dutch eggs vary in 
weight from fifty-eight to sixty-five grams 
each. Brown eggs are the heaviest, weigh- 
ing from sixty-one to sixty-five grams. 
These are chiefly Barnevelders. White 
eggs, usually Leghorns, weigh from fifty- 
five to sixty grams. 

The heavy brown eggs come from those 
districts in the center of the Netherlands 
such as Barneveld, Deventer, Amersfoort, 
Putten and Nijerk. The lighter weight 
whites come from the Northern centers, at 


the first laid eggs of young pullets appear 
on the market. These are usually very 
small, about fifty grams weight, but are of 
fine flavor. In one to three weeks they 
reach their full size. In spite of their fine 
quality, they do not find so ready a market 
nor so good a price as larger eggs from 
cold storage at this season. They are 
sought, however, by connoisseurs.
